Ajmer, the 7th January 1948 

No. G|ll-8. — In exercise of the powers con- 
ferred by sub-rule (3) of rule 33 of the Indian 
Aims Rules 1924, read with the Government 
of India, Ministry of Home, Notification No- 
21150127, dated the 20th June 1928, as amend- 
ed by Notification No. 21 1 22 1 42-Police, dated 
the 19th June 1943, the Chief Commissioner, 
Ajmer-Merwara is pleased to direct, that — 

(1) a license for the possession of arms 
and ammunition granted under sub-rule (1) 
of the said rule 33 in a Province other 
than Ajmer-Merwara and made valid Cor 
that Province shall have effect in Ajmer- 
Merwara only when such license together 
with fire-arms lias been produced, within a 
period of a fortnight from the date of the 
importation into this Province of the arms 
and ammunition covered by the said license 
or where arms and ammunition covered tr 
any such subsisting license have been import- 
ed into this Province before the publication 
of this notification within a fortnight from 
the date of such publication, for counter- 
signature before the District Magistrate 
Ajmer-Merwara. 

(2) the said license shall, thereupon be 
valid withiu this Province, for such period, 
to such extent., and subject to such condi- 
tions as may be specified in this behalf by 
the said District Magistrate, and 

(3) if wthin the period of a fortnight or 
such further period as may be prescribed by 
the said District Magistrate, the licensee 
fails to produce the license together with 
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the firearms before him for countersignature, 
the license shall cease to be in force in the 
Province of Ajmer-Merwara after the expiry 
of such period.

ORDER 

Ajmer, the 11th January 1948 

Whereas it appears that the inhabitants of 
certain localities in Ajmer City (mentioned in 
the attached list) are concerned in or abetting 
the commission of offences prejudicially affect- 
ing the public safety and the maintenance of 
public order, therefore, in exercise of the powers 
under Ordinance No. NX of 1942, it is hereby 
directed that a collective fine of, Rs, 75,000|- 
(Rupees seventy five thousand) is imposed on 
Ihe inhabitants of that area. 

The imposition of the collective fine as afore- 
said shall be made known by loud-speaker as 
well as by publication in the Official Gazette. 

The classes of persons exempt from the above 
order are Muslims, Government servants and 
those who are certified by the District Magis- 
trate to bo in indigent circumstances or those 
who may be exempted on the ground of having 
rendered useful services during the disturb- 
ances. 

The District Magistrate will apportion the 
fine among the inhabitants who are liable to 
pay it and such apportionment shall be made 
according to his judgment on the respective 
means of such inhabitants, 
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The portion of .such fine payable by any per- 
son shall be recovered under Section 386 of 
the Code of Criminal Procedure and necessary 
warrants to that effect may be issued by the 
Magistrate concerned.

In supersession of the instructions contained 
in paragraph 5 (as renumbered) of Chapter 1- 
A, High Court Rules and Orders, Volume Til, 
the Honourable the Chief Justice and Judges 
of the East Punjab High Court, with the pre- 
vious approval of the Government of India in 
respect of Delhi Province, are pleased to issue 
the following instructions which are published 
for general information 

“ "Witnesses should not he produced on the 
9ate of the presentation of the Chalan hut 
should be hound over hy the police under sec- 
tion 170 of tho Code of Criminal Procedure to 
appear three or four days later. Tu order to 
ensure that the Magistrate will he able to hear 
the case on the date for which the witnesses 
have been hound over hy the police, such date, 
wherever possible. should he fixed after consult- 
ation with the Court. Where, however, the 
difficulty of communications renders Rueh con- 
sultation impossible in each individual cose, the 
Court should allot fixed (lays in the week for 
the examination of witnesses, from a particu- 
lar Police S'ation. If a case cannot be heard 
on the date fixed, the shortest possible adjourn- 
ment should he granted. A convenient method 
bf ensuring it would bo four Courts to leave 
one or two davs each week blank in order to 
catch up with arrears. 

These instructions do not. however, applv to 
bases the trail of which should he completed 
forthwith and Jiould not be delayed even for 
three o v four days, ns, for instance, the ease 
of a pick pocket caught red-handed in a fair ”.

No. F.3(31)j48-L,S.G. — The following amend- 
ments made by the New Delhi Municipal Com- 
mittee in the bye-laws to render licenses neces- 
sary for using premises ns stahles or cow- 
houses in New Delhi, published with Chief Com- 
missioner’s Notification No. 5926-Education, 
dated the 1st August 1932 having been con- 
firmed by the Chief Commissioner as required 
hy subsection (1) of section 201 of the Punjab 
Municipal Act, 1911, is published for general 
information. 

The amendments will come into force on the 
expiry of six weeks from the date of this noti- 
fication . 

Amendments. 

(i) Tn bye-law No. 5 for “30th September” 
31st March shall he substituted. 

(ii) For bye-law 6 the following shall bo sub- 
stituted — 

“6(1) A fee of Rs. 10|- P.A. or Re. 1|- 
P.M per single animal capacity shall be paid 
for every license for stables and cow houses. 

(2) A fee of Rs. 10|- P.A or Re. 1|- P.M. 
per single animal capacity shall he paid for 
every license for sfahles and cow houses in 
which animals are kept for hire or for sale 
or for sale of their products. 

(3 ) Municipal Cattle Byres and stables 
are exempt from the operation of these bye 
laws.” 

(iii) For by-law 7, the following shall be sub- 
stituted 

“7. No person shall transfer, or take over 
from any other person a license, and an out- 
going licensee’s license shall be taken as can- 
celled for the unexpired period.”
